EDMONTON — A host of de- 
partment and food stores mer- 
chandising gimmicks may disap - 
pear if the provincial govern- 
ment. goes ahead with regula- 
tions now under consideration. 

The proposed regulutions are 
eimed mainly at putting an end 
to the trading stamp scheme in- 
troduced into Alberta by one 
food chain, but in the process. a 
number of other giveaway dodg- 
es may be eliminated. 

Thaf was the word last week 
as the government continued to 
keep an eye on court action 
brought in other provinces 
against the ‘Lucky Green Stamp’ 
offer of Loblaw Groceteria Co. 
Ltd. 

At the same time, though, 
there was word from Justice 
Minister Fulton in Ottawa that 
the federal government - plans 
no special action against trading 
stamps. He made it clear that if 
the provinces want to do away 
with the stamps, they’ll have to 
take their own action. 

The Alberta cabinet has been 
considering action for several 
weeks, and personnel of the in- 
dustry .and development are at 
work preparing a draft of the 
proposed regulations. 

Details of the proposed regu- 
lations are anyone’s guess, but 
it is undcrstood they will attack 
not only the trading stamp 
scheme but a number of other 
attractions used by food and de- 
partment stores to attract custo- 
mets. 

The government is reported to 
have made this clear to repre- 
sentatives of Alberta merchants,

chants, and according to one 
spokesman, the merchants say 
they'll be happy to see govern- 
ment intervention to rid them of 
the trouble and expense of the 
gimmicks spawned by _ today’s 
fierce competition for the custo- 
mer’s shopping dollar. 

Government ministers. want 
all the public support they can 
get before they step in with arbi- 
trary controls in merchandising 
and that is one of the reasons 
nothing has been done. . 

The wheels may turn faster 
after Monday of this week when

of Commerce held their annual 
meeting with the cabinet. The 
chamber, repgesenting 130 local 
chambers boards, is opposed 
to tracing stamps. 

New that it has the support of 
the chamber, which represents 
the majority of Alberta business- 
men, the government may waste 
no time in going ahead. Certain- 
ly it’s clear the cabinet is dead 
against the trading stamp idea.

Must Register 


Ottawa, Oct. 28, 1959 — Cana- 
dian egg producers were warned 
today by the Agricultural Stabi- 
lization Board that they will not 
be in line for deficiency pay- 
ments that may be made unless 
they are officially registered. 

A spokesman for the Board 
said many egg grading stations 
across the country are reporting 
producers’ marketings, but that 
many of the producers have no 
registration number and there- 
fore cannot be included for par- 
ticipation in the federal, price, 
support program. 

This program, which replaces 
the policy of direct purchases of 
eggs by the Board, went into ef- 
fect October 1. 

An egg producer may be eli- 
gible for a deficiency payment 
on Grade A Large and Grade A 
Extra Large eggs up to a maxi- 
mum of 4,000 dozen in one year. 

To qualify for any payments 
that may be made, every owner 
of a flock must be registered and 
the registration number must be 
shown on each shipment of eggs 
to the grading station. 

Producers-graders marketing 
eggs produced from their own 
flocks direct to retail outlets for 
re-sale to consumers should simi- 
larly use registration numbers. 

All registered egg grading sta- 
tions have a supply of registra- 
tion application cards.

Government Support 


|For Winter Projects 


For the second year in a row 
the Provincial Government will 
pay 25 per cent of the payroll 
costs of approved winter pro- 
jects undertaken by Alberta’s 
municipalities. This was an- 
nounced by Hon. A. J. Hooke, 
Minister of Municipal Affairs 
and Acting Premier. This year’s 
program will run from Decem- 
ber 1, 1959, to April 30, 1960. 

The Municipal Winter Works 
Incentive Program, initiated last 
year as an aid to relieve season- 
al unemployment, will be car- 
ried out during the 1959-60 seas- 
on on practically the same terms 
as before. The Federal Govern- 
ment assumes fifty per cent of 
the labor costs involved, the 
Province .25 per cent, and muni- 
cipalities takinc advantage of 
the program will be responsible 
for the remaining 25 per cent. 
Municipal authorities will also 
be responsible for the materials 
and all costs other than approv- 
ed labor costs required to carry 
out their chosen works. 

To assist in financing the pro- 
gram, the provincial: govern- 
ment will make loans available 
at interest rates similar to those 
set by the Municipal Financing 
Corporation.

OILSEED 


OTTAWA — Good results have 
been .obtained from Arlo, a new 
oilseed variety developed in 
Sweden and licensed in 1957 for 
sale in Canada. 


Arlo is of the turnip or Polish 
type as opposed to the taller- 
growing, later-maturing Argen- 
tine and Golden varieties. 

The new oilseed has been test- 
ed widely throughout Western 
Canada over a four-year period, 
says R. K. Downey, Canada Re- 
search Station, Saskatoon, Sask. 
The results show that it is equal 
in maturity and seed yield to the 
Polish strain now generally 
grown, and two inches taller. 
The main advantage of Arlo ov- 
er Uolish is its two to three per 
cent greater oil content in the 


;seed. In addition, Arlo has the | 


advantage of pedigree seed. ' 


Arlo may yield about 100 lbs. } 
less seed per acre than Golden 
under normal conditions. How- 
ever, because of its maturity Ar- 
lo is recommended where wild 
oats are a problem, or where late 
summer droughts are frequent. 
It ripens in approximately 90. 
days, about two to'three weeks: 
earlier than’ Golden. 

This year 670 acres of Arlo 
were field-inspected and it is 
expected that approximately 
420,C00 pounds of Registered 
seed will be available for plant- 
ing in 1960. Registered seed of 
Arlo assures mustard-free seed 
of high quality that will yield 
as much or more oil and seed per 
acre than the Polish strain.
